LONDON, {Deo. 25, 3:00 A. M.—The po- 


sition of Cape Colony is hanging in the 
balance. According to the Cape Town 
correspondent of the Post, everything 
depends on the quantity of ammunition 
in the possession of the disloyal Dntch 
colonists, fifteen hundred of whom have

Crew Clnnx to Sides of Hull From 


Early Morning Until MKht I» tlic 
Icy ^Vntera of I/OUR Inland Sound. 
neccueil by a Lighthouse Tender. 
New London, Conn., Dec. 25.~T.he 


crew of the three masted schooner Mar- 
cus Edwmds, brought into this port by 
the United States lighthouse tender Cac- 
tus, tell of the fearful experience of 
clinging to the side of their capsized ves- 
sel in the icy waters of Long Island 
sound from the early morning until 0 
o'clock last night, when they were dis- 
covered and their rescue effected. 


The Marcus Edwards, a schooner of 


185 tons burden, sailed four weeks ago 
from Port Grenville, N. S., for New 
Yoik with a cargo of tile. In weather- 
ing a recent storm a leak was sprung, 
which increased in size until at 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning the punr>s were work- 
ed at the rate of (JCO strokes a mimite 
in order to keep the vessel afloat. No 
danger was iiulicipntcd, however, until 
1:30. when the Edwnrds began to fill, at 
the same time listing to starboard. All 
bauds lushed to the deck, and superhu- 
man efforts were made to cut away the 
rigging, but of no avail, and in a few 
minutes the schooner went over, settling 
on her side in the water. The crew of 
six men were all t hi own clear when th? 
Edwards capsized nnd with some diiii- 
fulty succeeded in working their way 
back to their vessel, to cling there until 
daylight shuuM bring them assistance. 
But at daybreak the fog was so dense 
that ali sight of hind and even of the 
sky was shut out. and not a sound pene- 
trated the deadened atmosphere.

ence in New York, nnd this is the story 
as be told it to a reporter: 


"I wns coming up in a car of the ele- 


vated road. Very few people were in 
that, and on one end of it there was no 
one except on the opposite side, where 
sat a man about 50 years old with a 
most winning face and an elegant eye, a 
beautiful eye.^and I took him from hia 
dress to be a master mechanic, a man 
who had a vocation. 
He had with him 


a very little child of about 4 or 5 years. 
I was watching the affection which ex- 
isted between the two. 
I judged he 


was the grandfather, perhaps. It wns 
really a pretty child, and I was admir- 
ing her, and as soon as he saw I was ad- 
miring her he began to notice me. 


"I could see his admiration of me in 


his eye, and I did what anybody else 
would do—admired tbe child four times 
as much, knowing I would get four times 
as much of his admiration. Things went 
on very pleasantly. I .was making my 
way into his heart. 


"By and by, when he almost reached 


the station where he was to get off, he 
got up. crossed over and said, 'Now, 
I am going to say something to you which 
I hope you will regard as a compliment.' 


"Aud then he went on to- say: T have 


never seen Mark Twain, but I have seen 
a portrait of him, and any friend of mine 
\\ill tell you when I have once seen a 
portrait of a man I place it in my eye 
and store it away in iny memory, and I 
can tell you now .that you look enough 
like Mark Twain to be his brother. Now,' 
he said, 'I hope jou take this as a com- 
pliment.' 
" 'Certainly.' I said. 'I take it as more 


than u compliment. 
Yes,' I said, 'this 


is the proudest moment of my life to be 
taken for Mark Twain, for most men are 
always wishing to look like some great 
niau, General Grant, George Washing- 
ton or like some archbishop or other, but 
all my life I have •wished to look like 
Mark Twain. Yes,' I said, 'I have wish- 
ed to look like that synonym, that sym- 
bol of all virtue and all purity, whom you 
have just dcsciibed. I appreciate it.' 


'Tie said, 'Yes, you are a very good 


imitation, but when I come to look closer 
you are probably not that man.' I said: 
T will be frank with you. In my desire 
to look like that excellent character I 
have dressed for the character; I buve 
been playing a part.' Ilo said: 'That is 
all right: that i« all right. You look very 
well on the outside, but when it comes to 
the itiMde you are not in it with. li*v 
original.' "

WhicU Arc Not "Wortli 
the Trouble of Saving, 
Inventors of all classes most truly illus- 


trate the truth of the old saw that men 
rise on the stepping stones of their dead 
selves to higher things. These men are 
at once the delight and the dread of great 
railroad systems. 
No sooner docs one 


magnificent locomotive place a railroad 
at the front of civilization's line of ad- 
vance than a better engine comes along 
and proudly plows it into the waste pile. 
Admired nnd advertised today, the new 
locomotive is sold tomorrow to a logging 
road and thereafter groans out its time 
on steep grades under loads that make 
its round feet slip on the rusty rails. 
What is true of the engine is true of thu 
rails, of the ties under tho rails and ol' 
the fastenings that hold thorn together. 


The statement of the purchasing agent 


for the New York Central makes this 
fact of railroad wastage most graphic. 
He said, "We receive over $1,000,000 a 
•year for the waste material of our 3,000 
mill's of track." lie got out his book nnd 
after going over it carefully added, "Yes, 
we get an average of .$100,000 a month." 


On this basis all the railroads of the 


United States would dispose of about 
$<iO,000,QOO of wastage every year. The 
theory and practice of economy therefore 
are an important part of a railroad man's 
education. 


"We could save more than we do," con- 


tinued the agent, "but often it would cost 
more than a dollar to save a dollar's 
worth of material. To one not familiar 
with railroading it might look like pun- 
waste- to let the dollar's worth of mate- 
rial be lost, but nothing is worth saving 
unless it will sell for more than it costs 
to save it. It is on this theory that we pay 
no attention to stubs of pencils and to 
empty ink bottles, short lamp wicks and 
trilJes of that class, although I have 
heard that some systems do save them. 


"As we get most of our ink from one 


concern, we could perhaps get some re- 
bate by returning the bottles, but tho 
saving would not justify itself. 
Broken 


lamp chimneys, on the other band, arc 
another proposition. Many of these are 
of Hint tshiss, and v,-e save the pieces. It. 
is surprising how many glass globes and 
articles of good glass aie broken among 
our thousands of employee's. 
Every 


month we gather up the fragments and 
sell the mass to the glass men for one- 
fourth of a cent n pound. 


"Every scrap of iron that falls by the 


wayside, every bit of iron bored out in 
drillini: holes, eveiy broken bolt, old mil 
and old hinge is saved and sold when 
there is bulk enough. 
This materi.il 


to hundreds of thousands of 


pounds monthly. 
The iron waste is 


gathered easily and practically -without 
cost. The borings are s-uept up in the 
repair houses and factories in tbe mere- 
operation of keeping the places in order. 
As for iron that drops from trains <n the 
road, the section hands pick tiiat up as 
they chance to see it. toss it on their 
handcars and let it accumulate nt their 
section house. When there is enough to 
make it worth \\hile, a train takes it to 
market. 


"Empty barrels, carboys, pieces of 


rope, scraps of gold leaf used for letter- 
ing, sections of rubber hose, rubber cloth 
aud such things have a market value tluil 
make.i them worth saving. 
Th«- chief 


items of saving are in the heavy articles. 
We get about sjyri.OOO a year for discard- 
ed ties. These ties are of yellow pin.-, 
nnd when «.ut into short blocks make a 
splendid tire.

It is all' very well to look through the 


Advertisements and determine' where to 
go in quest of an -overcoat or a pair of 
shoes, and, young as some men may be 
today, they can tell younger men.when 
there was not a ..shoe or a clothing store 
advertisement "or a tailor's announcement 
ia any newspaper. "We had to bide our 
time till the cobbler and the tailor came 
around," said W. W. Morgan a few days 
since, as he- set opt to kill time between 
•Kansas Gity- and 'Sedalia. "Talk about 
your1 ready made soothes," said the vet- 
eran, "I am not so far, gone myself but I 
remember well when the visit of the tai- 
lor to our town was an unusual affair. 
YWhy, bless your life, we would save up 
for that time aud talk about.it for weeks. 
We figured on it for months oftqn. Some 
o* us bought the cloth at the mills, but 
many of. us sheared our own sheep and 
-had it woven and carded and shorn and 
all the rest of it. 


"Shorn? Why, my boy, the cloth made 


in those days sometimes stuck up like 
the bristles on a toothbrush until it was 
shorn. First we sheared tho sheep, and 
then we sheared the cloth. 


•"But about the tailor. He went from 


town to town and from house to house. 
When he would strike-jour little place, we 
people who had need of his services 
would arrangfe to take him in. He came 
into the house and. camped there until 
he had outfitted everybody about thu 
place for whom there was a piece of 
cloth waiting. When he finished there, 
he would go on to the nest family which 
had bespoken him. About the-fit, never 
mind. Poor fellows, they always did as 
well as they could. They sewed the but- 
tons on tight and fixed the pants so they 
would not rip and made the back roomy 
so the coat could bo got into and tho 
pants sat down in, but the less said 
about the fit the better because when we 
send a garment out now and remember 
what we had to wear ourselves when we 
were boys we do not like to sny much 
about the fit. 


"And it was the same way with the 


shoemaker. It will amaze ai,cn of :..j to 
hear that men of 70 and even less had to 
'.vait with their sole leather and their 
findings to get a pair of shoes made. 
Tho cobbler traveled about tbo same, 
way the tailor did, from town to town 
and from houee to house. Of course in 
the cities he had his own store, but he 
never carried icady made:;. I a/« in the, 
clothing business now and have been for 
a long time, but it was long after I was 
grown that ready made pants went on 
sale.. They were the first of the ready 
inndes. People did not like them. They 
did not Ct anybody anywhere. 
By und 


by they lacl.led coats, and they made a 
woi'&c stagger at that at first than they 
did at the pants, but now look at it. 
Perfection." 


Then Mr. Morgan told n curious thing. 


"The mnn who pays 310 i'or a ready 
made suit of clothes inisht drop down 
dead iC he knew tho man who had cut 
the pattern for him bad b( ou paid $r>,- 
OUO a year for doing it. but lilce ns not it 
is true. They pay enormous prices for j 
their cutters, these manufacturers. It ' 
stands to reason that the clothing man- 
ufacturer wants to have his clothes cut 
on the stylish pattern. Style costs noth- 
ing but the salary of the cutter, and I 
know of one firm which pays $3,000 a 
year to its cutter. He perhaps cuts less 
tun* a pattern :\. day. 
I<"rom that one 


model pattern 1,000 may be reproduced, 
some to bo laid on clotli to sell nt $10 
complete aud a duplicate on worsted or 
tibi-t to bring four tinier, as much. 


"This is an age of luxury. All you 


have to do when yon got back to Kan- 
sas City is to go to the album, aud have 
a look at the daguerreotype of your f.i- 
ther when he was married. Then remem- 
ber that I told you they did not s«ll 
ready made clothing in those days, but 
had to depend upon a traveling tailor."—

big battleships ever manage -to laad a 
shell within a mile of the thing they are 
shooting at has been a mystery to me ev1- 
or since I saw a piece of heavj* ordnance 
actually turned loose," said a man from 
California. "I was on the Oregon during 
some range tests off Hare Island shortly 
after the ship was placed in commission," 
he continued, "and the executive officer, 
who was an old schoolmate of mine, took 
me into the after turret to show me how 
the big guns were sighted.

It disappears as mj'steiiouslj as it 
comes. It is a r most destructive insect, 
coming in countless myriads, and eats 
ravenously of growing things. But tho 
papabote comes with it, stays until th<> 
fly disappears and consumes millions of 
the pest. The birds erow so fat on this 
corrosive insect that they become literal- 
ly balls covered with feathers. 
When 


they fall before the hunter, they bu:s.t 
open like overripe fruit. 


"The hunter who goes out with dog 


and gun expecting to fill his bag with 
papabotes after the methods of the sci- 
entific hunter will return without any. 
The papabote is the shyest of birds and 
can be approached with gunshot in only 
one way, for, unlike all known birds, it 
will Tiot crouch to the dog. It is heavy 
of wing, keen of sight and hearing and 
rises long before the hunter is in range, 
resembling in this respect your common 
meadow lurk. It can be shot in no real- 
ly sportsmanlike way and only by using 
a horse and wagon. The bird will per- 
mit a horse to walk quite close to it, 
and the hunters take advantage of this 
and in open buggies aud spring watjo.is 
ride about among the- feeding grounds 
and drop the birds as they lise on everj 
side in easy range.
